Canton, Thursday, “4 p.m.— 
Canton awoke, this morning to 
view tho smouldering embors 
of more'than a thousand. homes 
and storos.

Durivg the heavy firing of 
yesterday afternoon, firos woro 
started by the troops and blocks 
of the very heart of Cantan’s 
Chinese business district aro 
to-day a mass of twisted stecl 
and crumbled bricks, Thousands 
ara rendored homeloss by tho 

’ incendiariam. In a constant 
stream they pour tho 
bridges into Shameon. 


Though Sun Yat-sen claims a 
marked ‘victory, the shops’ ara 
almortall closod and tho strike 
continues. Many of the Merchant 
Volunieors appeared on the 
streotu to-day without uniform, 
nrort of reconnoitering force to 
fool out the attitude of Sun Yat- 
ren troops and the populace in 
‘venoral. “Searches aro “being 

_uade by the Sun Yat-sen forces 
forsacmes,. and it.ia said that 
several hundrad riflos have been 
scoured from Voluntoors. 

Up to a late hour this after- 
noon tho city was quiet as fur og 
firing was concerned. Occasional 
outbursts of riflo firo nlone broke 
the quistude. Many troops -aro 
boing moved about the’ city, 
however, and tho tension of tho 
populace is very noticable. Fear 
: is expressed in the foreign quartor 
that thorowill be another conflict 
bofore the night is over.

Forty men, caught looting hy 
the Sun Yat-son Labour Army, 
wore executed by‘ shooting on 
the public execution ‘ground and 
the hodios wore quickly removed. 
{t is customary for the bodies to

One 
officer of the forces saw two men

Red Cross Busy. 


Red Crows contingents are 
working about the city, all woar- 
ing Red Cross bands about their 
arms'and a Red Crogs flag at tho 
hoad of tho column. Tho dead, 
as far a8 ia possiblo, aro boing 
given, the oustomery burial in 
coffins taken from looted coffin 
factories. In soveral inatances 
tho wounded’ are still in’ tho 
atroots, too woak to move and 
without aid. . 

The U.8.S. Pampanga arrived 
in tho river this morning and 
anchored just off the bund. Ship 
ping has beon kept away from 
tho bund, though the river boata 
have again been allowed to berth 
in thoir usual places. No foraign 
property has boon molested. as 
yot. 


Refugee Problem. 


The refugees prosent an over 
increasing problem and they aro 
swarming ta the foreign quartor 
as fast as they-can movo thoir 
few offecty. Safes, boxes, cloth- 
ing, a motly mass, constitutes tha 
baggage cf most of them. Many 
woro wealthy or at loast modor- 
ately woll off before yosterday’s 
outbreak.” Now” they‘ have-only 
what is contained in thoir baggage, 

Tho loot taken by the Sun Yat- 
gon troops is being gatherod in 
piles at cross stract corners and 
consists of electric fans, silk, 
alarm clocks, telephones, autom- 
obilo tyres, money, sacks of rico 
and many other things. As 
fast as any quantity of the 
materials are obtained, they 

carried away hy troops 
designated assembling 
quartors. on . 

Many Chineso are crowding 
the riverboats on their way out 
of the city. Thousands moro 
want to'leave but are without 
funds. Lvorytbing is payablo in 
Hongkong money, only the 
ricksha coolies and a few othors 
being exceptions. 

It ix impossible to hiro an 
automobile in the city and many 
privately owned cars are parked 
about the polica station. on tho 
Shomeen sido, whero thoy havo 
beon placed for. protection by 
thoir ownors. :

About 3 o’olook this morning’

Volunteers began to fire on them 
again. The soldiors retaliated by 
sotting fire to the place, and the 
fire raged until cight o'clock thie 
morning, when tho building 
collapsed. 


~ I made a tour of ingpection of 


the city this morning and, judging 
from apposrancos it would: ssem 
that the Voluntoors in the dis- 
trict behind the Sun Company's 
building made o desporate stand 
until they word forced 
out by tho firing of tho 
buildings by the soldiors. 
Thoy ‘wore forood to retest to 
savo being burned to death, but 
I learn that they put upo run-: 
ning fight ond mostly managet 
to got away ‘through the other

Lhe: looting-by soldiers began 
at five o’clook last night and 
practically all the shops from 


the Shameen Crevk to Taiping}. 


Maloo woro smashed opon and 
rifled. Practically all that was 
movable was taken away. Tho 
officers appoar to have done their 
best to stop looting, notices hoing 
posted all ovor tho city that 
soldiors onught looting would be 
shot, This did not seem to have 
very much, effect and no fowor 
than 40 soldiors were shot this 
morning for looting on the Wing 
On .Maloo. Even this did not 
dotor others. Street lamp posts 
on tho Taiping Maloo aro being 
used as bases for tho collection 
of loot and there are piles of 
electric fans, rolls of silk on 
cloth, gramaphonos, clocks, boots 
and shoes, ote, at cach post. 
Dotachmonts of soldiors are even 
taking the. stuff away on trucks. 

In the Satkwan district looting 
is going on in‘a similar mannor. 
Here pedestrians are stopped and 
soarched under the protenco of 
looking for arma, but the soldiers 
make euro of taking all monoy 
and valuables from their victimes. 
Suite of clothes, rolls of silk, ote., 
can be bought off soldiora for fifty 
conte apisce, but the person buy-. 
ing them Js immodiataly robbed 
again at the noxt corner.

Po-kwal presfded over 
an unusually large attendance, 
being supported by Mr. Ho Kwong 
and Mr. Chow Pak-tim, the vice- 
President und Secretary, The Hon.

Explaining the purpose of the 
meeting, the Chairman mentioned 
the magnitude of the disnater to 
the Canton merchants 1s a result 
of the wonton destruction of life 
nnd property which. followed the 
fighting.
